JUDGE LESSING FINDS SCHOOLS PRIME CHARTER ISSUE
Questions Reveal 
People Want Data 
On Local Effect

Questions received during the 
past week by City Judge Rob­ 
ert Lessing relative to the pro­ 
posed city charter which will be 
voted on March 16 Indicate that 
there will be but one issue at 
the charter election on March 
16. That is: "Shall Torrance 
control its own schools." 

Judge Lessing offered to ans­ 
wer any questions submitted in 
writing about the charter when 
that document was published 
for the first time In last week's 
Herald. He will continue tq 
answer such questions which 
may be sent him or left at The 
Herald office. His* report this 
week follows: 

"There Is a definite Indication 
that the people of Torrance are 
willing to adopt a charter form 
of government, but they are 
anxious to dcqulre' more defin- 
te knowledge of the effect that 
.he creatiion of a new school 
district would have upon them 
as taxpayers. The one thing 
hat most local people have 

overlooked In studying tho 
school issue is that Torrance:

Is In a unique situation finan­ 
cially. It should be remembered 
that Torrance is tenth in the 
county from the point of muni­ 
cipal wealth, being led only by 
such large communities as Los 
Angeles, Pasadena, Long Beach, 
and Glendale. 

Three Vital Points 
"Some of those who have ex­ 

pressed apprehension concern­ 
ing a new Torrance school dis­ 
trict have pointed out communi­ 
ties that compare In population 
to Torrance, in which communi­ 
ties the acquisition of schools 
has been a dismal failure.- In 
each of these cities, however, 
the assessed -valuation per capi­ 
ta is less than one-half of that 
which we in Torrance enjoy. 

"Figures arc being compiled 
at this time and will be later 
released, which will show that 
we are in a position to furnish 
In a locally controlled dis­ 
trict, all of the advantages that 
the Los Angeles school dis­ 
trict Is now furnishing in local 
schools and at a redujced cost to 
the taxpayers of thi^ilty. 

"A number of persons sub­ 
mitted questions this week, all 
of them aimed at the results 
of the creation of a new district 
here. Dolled down, they are,

first,' "Wiy it be necessary for 
the newly formed Torrance city 
school district to purchase the 
property now being used by lo­ 
cal schools from the Los Angeles 
school district?' and, second, 
"How much of the liability of 
the Los Angeles -school district 
will the newly formed Torrance 
district be compelled to as­ 
sume?"   """" 

Great Local Advantage 
"In answer to the first ques­ 

tion, the Softool OOde provides 
thatj upon the creation of a 
new school district, all of the 
real property being used for 
school purposes within the 
boundaries of the newly-created 
district becomes the property 
of that district by operation of 
law and without the necessity 
of purchase. This statement Is 
qualified by the answer to the 
second question, whicli is that 
the newly-created district will 
assume the unpaid balance of 
the money spent out of bond Is­ 
sues by the Los Angeles school 
district on/ Torrance schools. 

"As long as Torrance remains 
a part of the Los Angeles 
school district, we must con­ 
tinue to pay, not only the ex- 
lenses of our own schools, but 

also, a share of the cost of ev-

cry other school In the entire 
Los Angeles district. Inasmuch 
as our .share of that cost is 
based on our high assessed val­ 
uation, the cost to the Torrance 
taxpayers In the past has been 
tremendous. 

"The creation of a Torrance 
school district, limiting our lia­ 
bilities to only those expenses 
neceasaiy for the operation of 
local schools, will mean a great 
advantage to local taxpayers. 
They will be relieved of the bur­ 
den of paying a large portion 
01 the costs of building schools 
of all Los Angeles county, of 
helping to pay for equipment 
in ail those schools and of pay­ 
ing a tremendous and exorbi­ 
tant amount annually for ad­ 
ministration purposes.
